As the report for this year is not intended so much to indicate 
langes in the law that will more properly be included in the report 
{next year addressed to the Legislature, the present report will 
bncern itself chiefly with information for the benefit of the general 
blic, and especially school officers and teachers. 


STATISTICS. 


The usual compilations and special tables by counties are presented, 
d though far from being complete and as accurate as desired and as 
ey ought to be, will furnish valuable matter for study and compari- 
n The fault is partly in the law that requires two reports each 
, bringing together statistics that properly belong to separate 
, but still more to the neglect of District officers in furnishing 
dr reports to the County Superintendents when due and in proper 
m. When fully understood, the changes made by the last Legis- 
ture, devolving the duty upon the District Clerk, instead of upon all 
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the Trustees to make the annual report, cannot fail to produce go 
results. It is now an individual duty, and the District Clerk, if 
record is properly kept, has always at hand the data to be included} 
the report. The County Superintendents will very much prom 
their own convenience and the general efficiency of our system, if thy 
will make a point in their annual visitations, to see that each Distii 
Clerk is keeping a suitable record, giving instructions and insisti 
upon seeing that the work is properly done or begun. These Cler 
are elected, and it behooves the electors to see that such an onej 
selected as can and will discharge the proper duties of the positi 
The law has attached a penalty to the failure to perform any dy 
devolved upon tbe Clerk, but as he receives no compensation for 
discharge of any duty save that of taking the census, the law see 
harsh and no one feels like making complaint thereunder. If repo 
are of value, and this seems beyond all question, would it not be mo 
just and wise to provide some moderate compensation for making 
annual report to be paid out of the District moneys upon the certi 
cate of the County Superintendent, that the report has been render 


in proper form and time ? 
The differences in number of children and the amount of scha 


moneys collected, as these items appear in the general and suppl 
mentary reports, will be understood if it is kept in mind that 
figures belong to two successive school years. 

A further word of explanation is proper to be addressed to th 
outside of the Territory under whose notice these statistics may co 
Our school age extends from four to twenty-one years, while in m 
States it is confined to much narrower limits. The result is to m 
Montana appear to disadvantage. For intance in the last report 
the United States’ Commissioner of Education, Montana is set do 
as expending $8.91 per capita of her school population, leaving f 
States and the District of Columbia as excelling her in this res 
Massachusetts being ahead of all with a per capita of $16.06. But 
Massachusetts the school age is from five to fifteen, and if the s 
expenditures were extended over the same range of ages as in M 
tana, it would reduce the per capita below that of Montana. The sa 
is true of every other instance in which there is apparent a greater 
capita. 

To the credit of Montana let it be said that her people without 
assistance of any kind from the general Government, or from 
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ls of any permanent fund, but relying solely upon voluntary taxa- 
on, provide more liberally for the education of their children in public 
ools, than any State or Territory in the Union. It is not said 
astingly, but to prefer and sustain a claim that our records for the 
st ten years fully justify. It is because our people know and appre- 
ate the value of general education that they thus willingly bear this 
vy burden of taxation without a murmur or regret. Cost what it 
ay our people have deliberately determined and steadfastly adhere 
the determination that their children shall be educated and thus be 
uipped for the duties of citizenship. As will be seen in the average 
pensation of teachers this cost is relatively greater for us, but 
hen the relative cost of living is considered, it is not relatively 
eater compensation to the teachers. Not considering this fact, there 
ea great many more applications for employment from teachers in 
er States than we have places to fill. 

What has been said in reference to the per capita of money ex- 
nded to the number of school age, applies also to the ratio of 
endance. Very few under five or over fifteen attend our schools and 
makes our average attendance appear less than it should, compared 
ith other States. In Choteau and Meagher Counties this average is 
aller by far than it should be, but those Counties are of enormous 
ient and the population is not concentrated into neighborhoods so 
uch as in other counties. 

Ifthe value of school houses appears less this year than last, it is 
ing to an error in the addition of the figures which should have 
de the total $135,708 instead of $235,708. Even the figures as they 
pear in this report, representing only the condition of things in 
ugust last, are considerably less than they would be at this time. 
mmodious and elegant graded school buildings, costing $15,000 
ch have since been erected in Bozeman and Billings and are now in 
& Another brick school house, making the fourth, has been 
cted in Helena and is now in daily use. And very fine buildings of 
first class are now under contract for Miles City, Missoula, Fort 
nton, Deer Lodge, Livingston, besides several smaller ones. 
nsidering the size and resources of the place and its recent origin, 
graded school building at Dillon is deserving of especial mention. 
is unsurpassed. 

Some items among the statistics are not as reliable for accuracy as 
ers. For instance the great diversity that appe rs in the tuition of 
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pupils per month in the several counties seems hardly possible. 
so the average length of school in days appears to have been comput 
on a different basis in some of the counties. We suspect too that 
returns of private schools have not been gathered with care. 

;'Though there are doubtless a few children that might have atten 
school and did not, such cases are relatively few. We have now 
compulsory-attendance law, but no case of the application of thel 
has come to our knowledge. 

The rate of taxation for school purposes has been increased duri 
the past year and made more uniform. A generous but in no case 
unhealthy rivalry has sprung up between Counties, Cities and Sch 
Districts to see which shall excell in school facilities, and better s 
in thoroughness and proficiency. While in some cases there ha 
been spirited contests in yoting special school taxes in tiost cases t 
opposition has been very light and that generally springiag from 
sonal considerations. 

Without saying more on this part of our subject we can say fn 
actual inspection that our schools are improving steadily in all 
most essential respects.

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TEACHERS' INSTITUTES. 


Under the provisions of the amended School Law, Teachers' Insti- 
tes were held during the year in all the Counties but two. One of 
hese, Dawson, had but four School Districts and was not required to 
old an institute. The other was Silver Bow, where the failure oc- 
urred from there being a vacancy in the office of County Superin- 
ndent at the proper time. In this latter case the failure resulted in 
s harm than in any other County, for most of the Teachers in the 
unty are in the City of Butte, and are under the constant watch of 
vigilant City Superintendent, and are often brought together to con- 
ider many of the same subjects that usually occupy the attention of 
stitutes. 

The series of County Institutes began in Lewis and Clarke, June 
oth, immediately upon the close of the Summer Term. It was an 
fortunate time. There was but a slim attendance and the Teachers, 
orn out with the labors of the year, were in no heart or strength for 
e labors of an Institute. While a few did all that it was possible to 

ue it from failure, others seemed to care more to have it over with 

d out of the way. Several able lectures were prepared, but too 

ü delivered to empty seats. It is not creditable to the Capital 

ty to say it, but it was never the less true that less interest in the 
titute was manifested there than atany other place in the Terri- 

ry. We shall expect to see this reproach removed another year. 

e blame in no degree attaches to the efficient Superintendent, Miss 

een P. Clarke. 

The Institute for Meagher County was held at White Sulphur 

rings, July 18-20.

There were but few Teachers in the County 
those who should have been foremost in tbe work were not in atte 
ance at all The people of Fort Benton are fully awake to 
importance of having good Schools and have among them many 
are able both to awaken and direct their energies to secure g 
Schools.

The next Institute was held at Deer Lodge in the latter pa 
August in connection with the Territorial Teachers’ Institute. T.

The presence of s 
able Teachers as.Messrs. Howey, Catlin, Howell and Meyers is p 
that there was plenty of head, if there had been enough Teache 
make the body of an Institute.

The result of the year's experience with these Institutes, satis 
us that they will fully realize all the benefits expected from them 
the promoters and framers of the present law. They serve not only 
bring together the Teachers, most of whom come to us from o 
States, and give them some common purpose and understandi 
adapted to the special wants of Montana, her Schools and peo 
but they serve to bring the people and Teachers together as well, 
secure a co-operation of all the elemehts that are essential to 
general and permanent or great success. The time lost in School 
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more than made up in the better work done by Teachers who return 
with increase of zeal, pride and resources for their work, which is apt 
io become dreary and E by isolation and want of public 
sympathy. 

We are fully satisfied ‘that the best season for holding these 
Ínstitutes is during the months of October and November, after the 
Autumn Schools have fairly begun, when the Teachers of the year 
are designated and at work. There will then be better attendance and 
all the benefits derived from the labors of the Institutes will be at once 
applied to the work before the Teacher. 

Public opinion needs some awakening and direction to increase the 
interest and success of these Institutes. Transportation companies 
should give reduced rates, citizens should open their houses to enter- 
tain the Teachers and the public should turn out in full force, old and 
young, to the several sessions, day and evening. Itshould be a grand 
educational mass-meeting, picnic, revival and protracted meeting. 
Every body can do something and every body will be benefitted by 
what is done. 


FURNACES. 


The increasing number of graded School Buildings in the Territory 
justifies us especially in calling attention to the advantages of warm- 
ing them by furnaces in the basement. The new building at Billings 
is so far the only one thus furnished. We.are informed by Mr. J. R. 
King, of that place, that he had placed double furnaces in that School 
Building capable of thoroughly heating every part, at the moderate 
cost of $400. Those having the matter in contemplation would do 
well to correspond with Mr. King, or better still, to go and see for 
themselves. This price is litte if any more than the first cost of 
heating stoves, and the saving of fuel and the still greater saving of 
available space in the School rooms, amounting practically to one- 
eighth would be clear gain. But the greatest benefit of all would be 
the introduction of the heat at the level of the floor where it would 
warm the feet instead of the head. It also removes dust, noise and 
interruption from the rooms where the children are engaged and fur- 
nishes a more equable and healthful heat where it is most needed. 
PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 


Though not within the purview of our School Law to provide 
instruction for adults, it is none the less essential to public education 
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and the general welfare to provide on a broader basis to continue 
through life the education begun in School and extend it to every 
individual of the body politic. Our Legislature at its last session 
provided that every incorporated Town and City might support a free 
Public Library by a property tex not exceeding one mill. But without 
any law every School District in the Territory may provide itself with 
& Library that will furnish good, interesting and profitable reading 
to every resident of the District by some School entertainment, such 
as has on several occasions been given by the Schools of Helena, to 
which a small admittance fee is attached, It is better that the chil 
dren should be encouraged to feel that in this way they do something to 
provide for their own wants. These books can now be obtained so 
cheaply that a few dollars will go a long way, and they can always be 
got through the mails. Mr. John B. Alden, No. 18 Vesey Street, Ne 
York City, is at least one person through whom cheap books of good 
quality can thus be obtained. A catalogue can always be obtained free 
by writing, and we feel assured that if it was generally known how many 
good books could be obtained for a little money there would not bea 
School District in Montana without such a Library as would furnish 
every family with at least one new book to read every week during the 
portion of the year when the evenings are long. A taste for reading 
has proved the salvation of many a child, for a good book is always 
good company. A general h bit of reading will give every person 
good education in the course of an ordinary life, no matter how mu 
early education has been neglected. Here is a field for joint-stoc 
and co-operative efforts unlimited in extent and full of promise of su 
and substantial returns for all invested. 


MONTANA SCHOOL LAW. 


CHAPTER LV. 
SCHOOLS. 


ARTICLE I. 


Sec. 1088. A superintendent of public instruction shall be appointed 
by the governor, by and with the advice and consent of the legislative 
council, and shall enter upon the duties of his office on or before the 
twentieth day after his appointment, and shall hold office for the term 
of two years, or until his successor is appointed and qualified ; and 
shall execute a bond in the penal sum of two thousand dollars, with 
two good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the secretary of 
the Territory, conditioned upon the faithful discharge of his official 
uties. The superintendent of public instruction shall have power to 
adopt a course of studies and rules and regulations for all public 
chools in the Territory, and shall have and use a seal, and authorize 
e printing of all regulations and circulars necessary to carry their 
rovisions into effect, and shall report to the governor biennially on or 
fore the first day of December of the years in which the regular 
ssions of the legislature are held. The governor shall transmit said 
port to the legislature, and, whenever it is ordered printed, a suffi- 
ient number of copies shall be delivered to the superintendent of 
ublic instruction, to furnish two copies to be deposited in the Terri- 
orial library, and one copy to each superintendent of common schools, 

o be held by him as public property, and delivered to his successor 
n office, and one copy to each local school officer within the 
erritory. Said report shall contain a statement of the condition of 
e public schools in the Teritory, full statistical tables by counties, 

howing, among other statistics, the number of school children in the 

erritory, the number attending public schools, the average attend- 
ce, the number attending private schools, and the amount raised by 
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county and district taxes or from other sources of revenue for schoo! 
purposes, the amount expended for salaries of teachers and for buil 
ing and furnishing school houses, and the statement of the plans for 
the managament and improvement of schools. 
Sec. 1089. The superintendent of public instruction shall prepar 
and cause to be printed suitable forms for making all reports and con 
ducting all necessary proceedings under this article, and shall trans 
mit them to the local school officers and teachers, who shall 
governed in accordance therewith. He shall furnish each superin 
tendent of common schools with suitable diplomas and certificates 
and shall prepare a school register, which shall be furnished to eac 
school and school district in the Territory. 


Sec. 1090. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of publi 
instruction to travel in the different counties of the Territory wh 
common schools are taught, so far as possible, without neglecting hi 
other official duties, during at least three months in each year, for th 
purpose of visiting schools, of consulting with county superintenden 
and of addressing public assemblies on subjects pertaining to publi 
schools; and his necessary travelling expenses, not exceeding th 
sum of three hundred dollars in any one year, shall be paid out 
any funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 1091. The superintendent of public instruction shall keep 
office at some place where there is a post office, and he shall receiv 
a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, which shall be pai 
quarterly out of the Territorial treasury. 

Sec, 1092. All necessary expenditures of money incurred by t 
superintendent of public instruction, for rent, fuel, postage, printin 
expressage, not exceeding two hundred dollars in any one year, s 
be paid out of any fund in the treasury not otherwise appropriate 
and the Territorial auditor is hereby authorized to issue his war 
on the treasurer for the same. 

Src, 1093. The superintendent shall, at the expiration of his te 
of office, deliver over, on demand, to his successor, all prope 
books, documents, maps, records, reports, and other papers belongi 
to his office, or which may have been received by him for the use 
his office. 

Sec. 1094. It shall be the duty of the county treasurer of ea 
county : 

Fi, To receive and hold all school moneys as a special deposi 
and to keep a separate account of their disbursement to the seve 
school districts which shall be entitled to receive them accordi 
to.the apportionment of the county superintendent of comm 
schools. Í 

Second. To notify the county superintendent of common schoo 
of the amount of county school fund in the county treasury, subj 
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to apportionment, whenever required; and to inform said superintend- 
ent of the amount of school moneys belonging to any other fund 
subject to apportionment. 

Third. To pay all warrants drawn on county or district school 
moneys, in accordance with the provisions of this article, whenever 
such warrants are countersigned by the district clerk and properly 
endorsed by the holders. 

Fourth, To make, annually, during the month of September ot 
each year, a financial report, for the last preceding school and fiscal 
year ending. with August 31st, to the county superintendent of 
‘common schools, in such form as may be required by him. 

Sec. 1095. A county superintendent of common schools shall be 
elected in each organized county in this Territory at the general 
election preceding the expiration of the.term of office of the present 
incumbent, and every two years thereafter, who shall take office on the 
first Monday in December next succeeding his election, and hold for 
two years, or until his successor is elected and qualified. The person 
so elected shall take the oath or affirmation of office, and shall give 
an official bond to the county in a sum to be fixed by the board of 
county commissioners of said county. The county commissioners of 
any county shall shall, by appointment, fill any vacancy that may 
occur in the office of county superiniendent until the next general 
election: Provided, That all persons, otherwise qualified, shall be 
eligible to the said office of county superintendent of common schools, 
without regard to sex. ` 

Sec. 1096. The county superintendent shall apportion all school 
moneys to the school districts, im accordance with the provisions of 
this article, quarterly, and he may make apportionments at such other 
times as may be required or deemed necessary for the convenience of 
school officers. He shall certify to the several district clerks and 
county treasurers the amount so apportioned to the several districts, 
and the trustees shall draw their warrants on the county treasurer in 
favor of persons entitled to receive the same. Such warrant shall show 
for what purpose the money is required, and no such warrant shall be 
dawn unless there is money in the treasury to the credit of such 

istrict. 
| Sec. 1097. The county superintendent shall have power, and it 
shall be his duty : 

First, 'To visit each school in his county at least once a year. 

' Second. To distribute promptly all reports, laws, forms, circulars. 
and instructions which he may receive for the use of school officers 
and teachers, from the superintendent of public instruction. - 

Third. 'To report to the superintendent of public instruction an- 
tually during the month of October for the school year ending 
August 31st, next preceeding, such statistics as may be required of 

m. 
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Fourth. To enforce the course of study adopted by the Territorial 
superintendent of public instruction. 

fifth. To enforce the rules and regulations required in the exami. 
nation of Teachers. 

Sixth, To keep on file and preserve in his office the biennial 
report of the superintendent of public instruction. 

Seventh. To keep in a good and well bound book, to be furnished 
bv the county commissioners, a record of his official acts. 

Fighth. To carefully preserve all reports of school officers and 
teachers, and, at the close of his term of office, deliver to his successor 
all records, books, documents and papers belonging to the office, 
taking a receipt for the same, which shall be filed in the office of the 
county clerk. 

Sec. 1098. If the county superintendent fails to make a full and 
correct report to the superintendent of public instruction, of all state. 
ments requir] to be made by law, he shall forfeit the sum of one 
hundred dollars from his salary, and the board of county commission. 
ers are hereby authorized and required to deduct therefrom the sum 
aforesaid, upon information from the superintendent of public instruc 
tion that such reports have not been made. 

Sec. 1099. The county superintendent shall have power to adminis 
ter oaths and affirmations to school trustees, assessors, collectors, 
teachers, and other persons, in all official matters connected with o 
relating to schools, but shall not have power to make or collect an 
charge or fee for so doing. 3 

Sec. 1100. The county superintendent shall have power, and it shall 
be his duty, to appoint trustees and district clerk for any district whic 
from any cause fails to elect at the regular time; to appoint truste 
and district clerk to fll vacancies; to appoint trustees and distric 
clerk for any new district: Provided, however, that when a ney 
district is organized, such of the trustees and district clerk 
the old district as reside within the limits of the new one sha 
be trustees and district clerk of the new one, and the vacancies in th 
old district shall be filled by appointment. 

Sec. trot. It shall be the duty of every county superintendent t 
inquire and ascertain whether the boundaries of schoo! districts i 
his county are definitely and plainly described in the records of dg 
county board of commissioners, and to keep in his office a full an 
correct transcript of such boundaries. In case the boundaries 
districts are conflicting, or incorrectly described, he shall change 
harmonize, and describe them, and make a report of such action td 
the commissioners; and, on being ratified by the commissioners, th 
boundaries and descriptions so made shall be the legal boundaries an 
descriptions of the districts of that county. The county superinten 
ent shall furnish the several district clerks with descriptions of th 
boundaries of their respective districts. : 
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Sec. 1102, Each county superintendent shall receive annually, as 
compensation for his services, a sum proportionate to the number of 
school census scholars in his county, which sum shall be estimated 
by the board of county commissioners at the rate of one dollar for 
each census scholar, and be payable quarterly, out of the courity gen- 
eral fund, in the same manner as other county officers are paid; 
Provided, That such annual compensation aforesaid shall not in any 
event, exceed the sum of one thousand dollars. 

SEc. 1103. For the purpose of organizing a new district or for the 
subdivision of or change in the boundaries of an old one, except as 
provided in section 1101, at least five heads of families must present 
a petition to the county superintendent, setting fourth the boundaries 
of the new district asked for, or the change of boundaries desired, 
with the reasons for the same. The county superintendent shall, after 
giving due notice to all parties interested, transmit the petition to the 
board of county commissioners, with his approval or disapproval, and 
such changes in the boundaries as he may deem necessary or 
advisable. The commissioners shall establish the district as approved 
by the county superintendent, provided, that by a vote of the board, , 
they may establish the district in accordance with the original prayer 
of the petition, or with such modifications as they may choose to 
make, or may reject it. In any case of alleged hardship, any head of 
family, parent or guardian, may make a statement of the facts to the 
board of commissioners, and if, in the judgment of the board, good 
cause be shown for such transfer, he may be transferred to another 
district. 

Src. 1104. No new district formed by the subdivision of an old one 
shall be entitled to any share of the public moneys belonging to the 
old district, until a school has been actually commenced in such new 
district, and unless within eight months from the action of the com- 
missioners a school is opened, then the action making’a new district 
shall be void, and all elections or appointment of trustees made in 
consequence of such action, and all rights and offices of the parties so 
elected or appointed shall cease and determine ; and all taxes which 
may have been levied in such old district shall be valid and binding 
upon the real and personal property of the new district, and shall be 
collected and paid into the school fund of the district. 


Sec. 1105. When a new district is formed by the division of an old 
one, it shall be entitled to a just share of the school moneys to the 
credit of the old district, after the payment of all outstanding debts 
atthe time when a school was actually commenced in such new dis- 
rict; and the county superintendent shall divide and apportion such - 
remaining moneys, and such as may afterwards be apportioned to the 
ld district, according to the number of census children resident in 
ach district, for which purpose he may order a census to be taken. e 
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Sec. 1106. Whenever a district is formed lying partly in two 
adjoining counties, the clerk of the district shall report to each county 
superintendent the number of children in the district residing in his 
county. In the same manner the trustees and teacher shall make a 
- distinct and separate report of all school statistics; and a teacher's 
certificate, granted by the county superintendent of one county shall 
be valid for both counties. 


Sec. 1107. The board of trustees of each school district shall have 
custody of all school property belonging to the district, and shall 
have power in the name of the district, or in their own names as 
trustees of the district, to convey by deed all the interest of their dis. 
trict in or to any school house or lot directed to be sold by vote of the 
district; and all conveyances of real estate made to the district or to 
the trustees thereof, shall be made to the board of trustees of tht 
district, and to their successors in office. Said board, in the name o 
the district, shall have power to transact all business necessary for 
maintaining schools and protecting the rights of the district. 


Sec. 1108. An annual school meeting for the election of a school 
trustee or trustees, and district clerk, shall be held in each district o 
the first Saturday in April of each year at the district school house, 
if there be one, and if there be none at a place designated by the 
board of trustees. The term of all trustees now holding office shall 
expire upon the election and qualification of their successors. The 
trustees shall post written or printed notices of election, specifying the 
day, time and place of meeting, in at least three public places in tht 
district, one of which shall be the school-house, at least six day: 
previous to the time of meeting, but no such meeting shall be illegal 
for the want of due notice. All elections shall be held by ballot, ané 
the trustees shall have power to determine the hours which the ballot 
box shall be kept open, having given due notice thereof in the post 
notice of election. Every person, without regard to sex, who is ov 
twenty-one or more years of age, and is a resident of the school 
district, and a taxable inhabitant thereof, shall be entitled to vote 
Any person offering to vote may be challenged by any legally quali 
fied elector of the district, and the chairman of the board of truste 
shall thereon administer to the person challenged, an oath in su 
stance as follows: You do swear (or affirm) that you are a citizen 
.the United States or have declared your intention to become 

¿citizen of the United States, that you are twenty-one years of ag 
according to the best of your information and belief, that you ha 
resided in this Territory twenty days next preceeding this electio 
and that you are a taxable resident of this school district, and tha 
you have not before voted this day. If the elector shall refuse t 
take the oath his vote shall be rejected, and any person guilty 
ilegal voting shall be punished as provided in the general electi 
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ws of this Territory. The trustees shall be inspectors and judges 
election, and if they are not present at the time for opening the 
lls, then the electors present may appoint the officers of election.

Sec. 1122. The school day shall be six hours in length, exclu 
of an intermission at noon ; but any board of trustees may fix, as 
school day a Jess number of hours than six: Provided, It be not 
than four, for any primary school under their charge, and, any tea 
may dismiss any and all scholars under eight years of age, in 
incorporated village, town, or city, after an attendance of four ho 
day, exclusive of an intermission at noon. 

Sec. 1123. All pupils who may be attending public schools s 
comply with regulations established in pursuance of law for 
government of such schools: shall pursue the required course 
study, and shall submit to the authority of the teachers ofs 
schools. Continued and willful disobedience, and open defian 
the authority of the teacher, shall constitute good cause for expul 
from school; and habitual profanity and vulgarity, good cause 
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suspension from school. Any pupil who shall in any way, cut, deface, 
or otherwise injure any school house, fences, or out buildings thereof, 
shall be liable to suspension and punishment, and the parents or 
guardians of such pupil shall be liable for damages, on complaint of 
the teacher or trustees. 

Sec. 1124. Every teacher employed in any public school shall make 
an annual report to the county superintendent on or before September 
first next after the close of each year, in the form and manner and on 
blanks prescribed by the superintendent of public instruction. A 
duplicate of such report shall be furnished to the district clerk. Any 
teacher who shall end any school term before the close of the school 
year shall make a report to the county superintendent immediately 
after the close of such termi, and any teacher who may be teaching 
any school at the close of the school year shall, in his or her annual 
report, include all statistics from the school register for the entire 
school year, notwithstanding any previous report for a part of the 
year. Teachers shall make such additional reports as may be 
required, in pursuance of law, by the Territorial superintendent of 
public instruction. No board of trustees shall draw any order or 
warrant for the salary of any teacher for the last month of his or her 
services, until the reports herein required shall have been made and 
réceived. 


SEC. 1125. Every teacher shall keep a school register in the manner 
provided therefor, and no board of trustees shall draw any warrant 
for the salary of any teacher for the last month of his or her services 
in school at the end of any term or year, until they shall have 
received a certificate from the district clerk that the said register has 
been properly kept, the summaries made and statistics entered, or 
until, by personal examination, they shall have satisfied themselves 
that it has been done. Teachers shall faithfully enforce, in school, 
the course of study, and the regulations prescribed in pursuance of 
law; and if any teacher shall willfully refuse or neglect to comply 
with such requisition, then the board of trustees shall be authorized 
to withhold any warrant for salary due until said teacher shall comply 
therewith. No teacher shall be entitled to draw for salary and school 
moneys, unless such teacher shall be employed by a majoritv of the ' 
trustees, nor unless the holder of a legal county teacher's certificate, 
in full force and effect. 


SEc. 1126. In every contract. whether written or verbal, between 
any teacher and any board of trustees, a school month shall be con- 
Éstrued and taken to be twenty school days, or four weeks of five 
school days each, and no teacher shall be required to teach on Satur- 
days, the fourth day of July, the first day of January, or Christmas day, 
and no deduction from the teacher's time or wages shall be made by 
reason of the fact that a school day happens to be one of the days 
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referred to in this section, as a day on which school shall not be 
taught. Any contract made in vioiation of the provisions of this 
section shall have no force or effect as against the teacher. 

Sec. 1127. Every teacher shall have power.to hold every pupil to a 
strict accountability in school, for any disorderly conduct on the way 
to and from school, or on the play grounds of the school, or during 
intermission or recess; to suspend from school any pupil for good 
cause: Provided, That such suspension shall be reported by the 
BC to the trustees, as soon as practicable, and their decision shall 
be final. , 


SEC. 1128. It shall be the duty of all teachers to endeavor to 
impress on the minds of their pupils the principles of morality, truth, 
justice, and patriotism ; to teach them to avoid idleness, profanity, and 
falsehood, and to instruct them in the principles of a free government, 
and to train them up to a true comprehension of the rights, duties, 
and dignity of American citizenship. 

Src. 1129. The principal of all moneys accruing to this Territory, 
from the sale of any land which may hereafter be given by the 
congress of the United States, for school purposes, shall constitute an 
irreducible fund, the interest accruing from which shall be annually 
divided among all the school districts in the Territory, proportionately 
to the number of youth or children in each, between the ages of four 
and twenty-one years, for the suppport of the common schools in 
said districts, and for no other use and purpose whatever. 


SEC. 1130. For the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
common schools, it shall be the duty of the county commissioners of 
each county to lay an annual tax of not less than three nor more 
than five mills, on the dollar. on all taxable property within their 
respective counties, as shown by the assessment rolls made by the 
county assessor for the same year; and to include the same in their 
warrant to the collector; and the said collector shall proceed to collect 
the said tax, in the same manner as the other county tax is collected; 
and the sid money so collected shall be paid: over to the county 
treasurer, to be drawn in the manner prescribed in this article , neither 
shall it be lawful for any county treasurer to receive county orders in 
payment of county school tax, nor.to pay out any school money on 
county orders. For the further support of common schools there 
shall be set apart by the county treasurer all moneys paid into the 
county treasury, arising from all fines for a breach of any law 
regulating license for the sale of intoxicating liquors, or for the keep- 
ing of bowling alleys, or billiard saloons, or of any penal laws of this 
Territory. Such moneys shall be forthwith paid into the county 
treasury by the officer receiving the same, and be added to the yearly 
school fund raised by tax in each county and divided in the same 
manner. 
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Sec, 1131. That it shall be the duty of the county clerks of the 
several counties of the Territory? to make a report to.the county 
superintendent of common schools within their counties during the 
month of September of each year, of the school tax levied and the 
assessed valuation of the proper counties for that year, and it shall be 
the duty of the clerk of the district court, at the close of each term 
thereof, to report to the county superintendent of the county in which 
said term shall have been holden, whether or not any fines, and if any, 
what ones, were imposed by the said court dur ng the said'term, and 
it shall be the duty of the probate judge and of all justices of the 
peace, to report to the county superintendent of their respective 
counties, during the month of September, of each year, whether or 
not they have imposed and collected any fines during the preceding 
year, and if any, what ones, with tlie date at which the same were 
paid to the county treasurer; and all officers mentioned in this article 
who shall fail or neglect to perform any of the duties required by this 
article shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion before any court having competént jurisdiction. thereof, shall be 
fined in any sum not less than twenty dollars, and not more than one 
hundred dollars for each neglect, and such fine shall be paid into the 
county treasury for the benefit of common schools in said county. 

"SEC. 1132. Whenever the interests of the districts require it, the 
board of trustees may establish a high school, employ a principal 
teacher and subordinate teachers, and grade the school into depart- 
ments and classes. i ` 

SEC. 1133. The board of trustees of any district may, when in their 
judgment it is advisable, submit to the qualified electors of the district 
the question whether a tax shall be raised to furnish additional school 
facilities for said district, or to maintain any school or schools in such 
district, or for building one or more school houses, or for removing or 
building additions to one already built, or for the purchase of globes, 
maps, charts, books of reference, and other appliances and apparatus 
for teaching, or fer any or all of these purposes. Such election shall 
be called by posting notices in three of the most public places in the 
district for at least twenty days. Said notices shall contain the time 
and place of holding the election, the amount of money proposed to 
be raised, and the purpose or purposes for which it is intended to be 
used. The trustees shall act as judges to conduct the election, and it 
shall be held in all other respects, as nearly as practicable, in conform- 
ity with the general election law. At such elections, the ballots shall 
contain the words: “ Tax, Yes,” or “ Tax, No." Ifa majority of the 
votes cast are “ Tax Yes," the officers of the election shall certify the 
fact to the district clerk, who shall at once proceed to copy from the ' 
last ass:ssment roll of the county assessor the list of property liable 
1o taxation, situated in or owned by residents of his district, and shall 
peliver the same to the board of trustees, who may allow him a rea- 
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sonable compensation therefor, out of the proceeds of said tax ; said 
compensation not to exceed six dollars per day. The trustees shall, 
upon receiving the roll, deduct ten per cent. therefrom for anticipated 
delinquences, and then by dividing the sum voted, together with the 
estimated cost of assessing and collecting added thereto, by the re- 
mainder of the roll, ascertain the rate per cent. required, and the rate 
so ascertained [using the full cent on each one hundred dollars in 
place of any fraction] shall be, and is hereby, levied and assessed to, 
on, or against the persons or property named or described in said roll; 
and it shall be a lien on all such property until the tax is paid, and 
said.tax, if not paid within the time limited within the next section 
for its payment, shall be recovéred by a suit in the same manner ànd 
with the same costs as delinquent Territorial and county taxes. The 
trustees, upon receiving any assessment roll from the district clerk, 
shall give five days’ notice thereof by posting a notice in three public 
places in the district, and shall sit for at least one day as a board of 
equalization, at such time and place as shall have been named in said 
posted notices; and they shall have been named in said posted no- 
tices ; and they shall-have the same power as county boards of equali- 
zation to make any change in said assessment roll. 

SEC. 1134. As soon as the rate-of taxation has been determined, as 
provided in the last preceeding section, the trustees shall certify the 
same to the county clerk, who shall extend the same upon the general 
assessment roll of the county, and certify the same to the county 
treasurer, who shall proceed to collect the tax, in the same manner, 
and at the same time and with the same power and authority to enforce 
payment of the same, as in the case of county and Territorial taxes. 
The county treasurer shall place any tax so collected to the credit of 
the district to which it belongs, and shall receive as compensation for 
collecting the same such sum, not more than five per cent. of the tax 
collected, as may be allowed by the county commissioners ; said com- 
pensation to be paid from the amount of said district tax so collected, 

Src, 1135. All school moneys apportioned by county superintend- 
. ents of common schools shall be apportioned to the several districts 
in proportion to the number of school census children between four 
and twenty-one years of age, as shown by the returns of the district 
clerk for the next preceeding school census: Provided, That Indian 
children, who are not living under the guardianship of white personal 
shall not be included in the apportionment list. : 

Sec. 1136. County school moneys may be used by the county 
superintendent and trustees for the various purposes as authorized 
and provided in this article, and for no other purpose. 

Sec. 1137. No school district shall be entitled to receive any appor- 
tionment of county school moneys, unless the teachers employed in 
the schools of such. districts shall hold legal certificates of fitness for 
the the occupation of teaching, in full force and effect. , 


| 
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Sec. 1138. No school district shall be entitled to receive any appor- 
onment of countv school money which shall not have maintained a 
ee public school for at least three months during the next preceding 
hool year: Provided, That any new district, formed by the division 
an old one, shall be entitled to its apportionment, where the time 
at school was maintained in the old district, before division, and in 
e new one, after division shall be equal to at least three months. 


Sec. 1139 When any school officer is superseded by election or 
erwise, he shall immediately deliver to his successor in office all 
oks, papers and moneys pertaining to his office; and every such 
cer who shall refuse to do so, or who shall willfully mutilate or 
troy any such books or papers, or any part thereof, or shall mis- 
ply any moneys intrusted to him by virtue of his office, shall be 
uilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine, in the 
scretion of the court, not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Sec. 1140. Every person elected or appointed to any office men- 
ned in this article shall, before entering upon the discharge of the 
ties thereof, take an oath to support the Constitution of the United 
ates, the organic act of this Territory, and to promote the interests 
education, and faithfully discharge the duties of his office, accord- 
g to the best of his abilities. In case such officer has a written 
pointment or commission, his oath shall be endorsed thereon, other- 
ise it may be taken orally. In either case it may be sworn to before 
y officer authorized to administer oaths; and school officers are 
reby authorized to administer all oaths relative to school business, 
pertaining to their respective offices, without charge or fee. 

Sec, 1141. No school trustee or other school officer shall be, directly 
indirectly, interested in any contract made by the board of which 
is a member; and any contract made in violation of this provision , 
all be null and void. : 


Sec. 1142. All fines and penalties, not otherwise provided for in this 
icle, shall be collected by an action in any court of competent 
isdiction, and shall be paid into the county school fund immediately 
er collection. 


PSEC. 1143. Any parent, guardian, or other person, who shall

SEC. 1146. All cases of dispute in relation to school matters, m 
properly belonging to courts of justice, may be referred, first, to th 
county superintendent, and appealed to the Territorial superintende 
whose decision shall be final. 

SEC. 1147. The school year shall begin on the first day of Septa 
ber, and end on the last day of August. 

Src. 1148. All printing or binding required under this article sh 
be executed in the form and manner and at the prices of other Te 
torial printing, and shall be paid in like manner, out of the gene 
fund of the Territory. 

SEC. 1149. This article shall be known and referred to as the Ma 
tana School Law, and no other title or reference shall be necessary. 

SEC. 1149. A. That every parent, guardian, or other person in 
Territory of Montana, having control of any child or children betw 
the ages of eight and fourteen years, shall be required to send su 
child or children to a public school, or private school, taught b 
competent instructor, for a period of at least twelve weeks in ea 
year, six weeks of which time shall be consecutive, unless such cli 
or children are excused from such attendance by the board of tn 
tees of the school district in which such parent, guardian, or pers 
having control of such children resides. Upon its being shown 
their satisfaction that such parent or guardian was not able, by reas 
of poverty, to clothe such child properly; or that such child's bod 
or mental condition has been such as to prevent his attendanc 
school, or application to study for the period required; or that su 
child or children are taught at home by a competent instructor 
such branches as are usually taught in the public schools, subjed 
the same examination as other pupils of the district in whichi 
child resides; or that he has already acquired the ordinary brand 
required by law; or that there is no school taught within one mi 
the domicile or place of residence of such child or children ; ovii 
That no child shall be refused admission to any public school on 
count of race or color. 

Sec. 1149. B. Any parent, guardian or other person failing$ 
comply with the provisions of this act shall upon conviction

The examination 
y be written or oral, in the discretion of the county superintendent, 
shall include the following branches, to-wit: Reading, writing, 
ography, arithmetic, geography, English grammar, history of the 
ited States, and the practice of teaching. . There shall be at 
t two public examinations in each county each year, and the 
stions used in such examinations shall be prepared by the county 
perintendent and submitted to the territorial superintendent for his 
roval and correction: Provided, The county superintendent may 
any time hold other examinations as circumstances may require. 
Sec. 1149. F. First grade certificates shall continue in force for 
0 years, and shall be granted to persons who have had twelve 
nths successful experience in teaching, and who shall make a gen- 
average in their examination of not less than 85 per cent, nor 
than 70 per cent. in any one study. Second grade certificates 
| continue in force two years, and be issued to persons whose 
ral average in examination is not less than 80 per cent., nor less 
60 per cent. in any one study.

may take possession thereof and occupy the same or any part the

will be more useful as school grounds for the common schools tha 
a site for a college or university, they shall so declare in writ 
which declaration shall be recorded with the probate judge, and th 
after the said college or university ground shall belong to said sc 
district. And if heretofore any grounds so set apart for a colle 
university shall have been conveyed to the superintendent of com 
schools of the county in which such lands are situated for the 
being, such conveyance is hereby confirmed and declared valid 
rust to all intents and purposes whatsoever, and such superinten 
and his successors in office are hereby declared trustees for the 
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pose of holding such title, and the said conveyance shall enure to 
him and his successors in such office, in trust for the uses for which 
the grounds were originally set apart, but subject to the provisions of 
this section with reference to the district schools. 


SEC. 1154. And be it further enacted, That whenever heretofore in 
the construction ofany school house the expense of such construction 
and the grading and fencing the ground, and constructing out houses 
and furnishing the same, shall have exceeded the estimate therefor! and 
the amount of moneys belonging to such district applicable thereto, 
and the said district is in debt therefor, such district, by its trustees, 
may give its note or notes for the deficiency so remaining unpaid, for 
a period not exceeding three years, which may draw interest at a rate 
not exceeding eighteen per cent. per annum; or if they so elect, they 
may issue the bonds of such district due at a time not exceeding six 
years from their issuance, which shall bear interest, payable semi- 
annually, at a rate not exceeding ten per cent. per annum, and they 
shall ascertain the tax requisite to pay the installments of interest as 
they become due, anda sinking fund to meet the bonds at their 
maturity in the manner now required under existing laws as to 
special tax levies of a school district, and thenceforward all laws 
providing for the collection of such taxes shall apply with reference 
thereto, but the said moneys so raised shall be under the control of 
e board of trustees. 


ARTICLE IV. 


SEC. 1155. That all money arising from the sale of town lots under 
d by virtue of the several acts of the legislative assembly of the 
erritory of Montana relating to town sites, that now are or that may: 
ereafter come into the hands of any probate judge, or the corporate 
uthorities of any city or town of this Territory, shall be paid into the 
unty treasury of the county for the use and benefit of the commorr 
hools of the school district in which such city or town is situated, 
0 be used as provided for in this article. 

Sec. 1156. The county treasurers of the several counties of this 
erritory shall transfer all monies so paid into said treasury, as pro- 
ided for in section 1155 of this article, or that may now be in such 
easury, derived from said source, to the school fund of the school 
istrict in which such town is situated, which shall be paid out on the 
der of the school trustees of such district, as provided for in sectiomr 
157 ot this article; and which said moneys shall be by said treasurer 
tapart as a special fund for the purpose of building and furnishing 
ool houses, and shall be used for such purpose alone, unless other- 
ise ordered, as provided for in this article. 

Sec. 1157. The school trustees of any school district are hereby 
uthorized to draw warrants on said fund named in sections 1155 and 
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1156 of this article. for the purpose of building and furnishing 4 
school house in such place, in the town or city from the sale of lots 
out of which such funds arose, as they may designate, which said 
warrants or orders shall specify the fund on which the same are 
drawn, and for what purpose drawn. 

Sec, 1158. That said fund may be used for general school purposes, 
if a majority of the qualified voters of such district shall so elect, and 
upon the written request of any fifty of the qualified voters of such 
district, presented to the trustees for such purpose, said trustees shall 
order an election for such purpose, at which election said trustees 
shall prepare the form of the ballot used at such election, and which 
election shall be given notice of and conducted as other elections pro- 
vided for the several school districts under the general school laws of 
this Territory, and that when any warrant is so drawn on said fund 
for other purposes than the building and furnishing a school house, 
said warrant shall so specify that it was pursuant to an election held 
for such purpose. ' 


ARTICLE V. E 


SEC. 1159. That the county superintendent of common schools in 
any county in this Territory, containing five, or more than five, organ 
ized school districts, shall hold annually a teachers' institute, at such 
time and place as may be agreed upon between him and the terri 
torial superintendent, and such institute shall continue in session n 
less than three nor more than five days. He shall give at least thirty 
days notice ofthe time and place of holding such institute by publicatio 
in some newspaper published in the county, and one written notice t 
each qualified teacher in the county. It shall be the duty of the ter 
ritorial superintendent of public instruction to attend tbe differe 
county institutes, and in the event of his failure so to do he shall for 
feit ten dollars ofhis salary for each such neglect. 

Sec. 1160, It shall be the duty of all teachers engaged in t 
county, and of all persons holding certificates, either territorial 
county, to attend such institute and participate in the exercises ther 
of; and all teachers who may have charge of schools at the time 
holding the annual institute shall adjourn their schools for the ti 
during which the institute shall be held. 

Sec. 1x6r. All teachers who may adjourn school for the purpose 
attending any annual institute shall be allowed the same pay while i 
actual attendance as when teaching, and the county superintende 
shall certify to the number of days' attendance of each teacher, 
the trustees of the several districts shall count them as so many da 
lawfully employed. 

Sec. 1162. The county superintendent of common schools sh 
provide a building, fuel, lights, stationery, janitor's services, and 
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things necessary for holding the institute, and shall present an itemized 
account of such expenses, not to exceed twenty-five dollars, to the 


board of county commissioners, and it shall be paid from the school 
fund of the county. 


CHAPTER LXV. 


Sec. 1197. Each county superintendent of common schools shall, 
on or before the fifteenth day of December of each year. report to the 
Territorial superintendent of public instruction the number of school

Sec. 1200. The Territorial auditor shall draw his warrant on the 
erritorial treasurer in payment for the printing done under the pro- 
isions of this chapter, in accordance with the provisions of the 
rinting law. : 

Sec. 1201. Any officer, required to report under the provisions of 
is chapter, who shall fail to report as the law directs, shall be deemed

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TEXT BOOKS FOF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


AN ACT to establish a series of text books for the public schools. 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana. 


Section I. The text books in the several branches required by la 
to be taught in the public schools of Montana shall be unifor 
throughout the Territory. . 

Src. 2. School text books shall be adopted for periods of fou 
years, and such text books, when so adopted, shall be the only te 
books for their several branches used in the public schools of 
Territory, except as hereinafter provided: Provided, That nothing i 
this act shall be construed to prevent school trustees from authorizi 
the use of such text books supplementary to, but not to the exclusio 
of, the text books adopted for the Territory, as the special needs 
their schools may require. 

Ec. 3. The text books hereinafter named are hereby adopted f 
iexclusive use in the public schools of this Territory for the term 
four years from the first dav of July, 1881, or until changed in pu 
suance of law: Provided, That this section shall take effect only wh 
the publishers of the books hereby adopted shall have filed with 
Territorial secretary their bonds, with at leasttwo sufficient sureties, 
be approved by the governor, in the penal sum of ten thousand do 
lars for each publishing house, conditioned that they shall, for 
period of this adoption, keep the said books, and each ofthem,f 
sale at wholesale in the city of New York to all merchants in thi 
Territory, or to school trustees desiring to purchase the same fro 
time to time, in such quantities as may be requisite to supply the 
‘schools, at prices not exceeding the wholesale prices hereinafter name 
and that they shall also keep, or cause to be kept, at all times duri 
said period, the said books at retail in sufficient quantities in at le 
one town in each county of this Territory at prices not exceeding 
retail prices hereinafter named. That in case the current whole 
market rates of said books shall ever hereafter be reduced below 
said wholesale prices hereinafter named, that then all merchants 
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all school trustees desiring to purchase books for the supply of their 
chools, shall have the benefit of such reduction, and a corresponding 
reduction shall be forthwith made in the retail prices guaranteed to 
he people of this Territory ; that for the period of one year from the 
first of July, 1881, they will cause the said books to be sold at retail 
in at least one town in each county of this Territory ; and, on the ap- 
plication of any school officer, postage free from New York, at the 
prices hereinafter set opposite the names of said books in the column 
headed “introduction ;” that they will, for the period of one year from 
e first day of July, 1881, in at least one town in each county of the 
erritory, exchange copies of the books hereby adopted, grade for 
grade, for old books of other series now in the hands of the pupils, 
upon the payment in cash at the time of surrendering the old books, 
of the prices hereinafter set opposite the names of said books in the 
olumn headed "exchange;" that they will prepare for Monteith's 
omprehensive Geography a full page map of Montana, engraved in 
he best style, together with such a reasonable and proper amount of 
special geography ot Montana as shall be satisfactory to the Territorial 
superintendent of instruction, and will cause the same to be included 
all copies of said geography supplied by them to the people of this 
erritory; that they shall maintain the mechanical excellence of the 
baid books to their present standard, in respect to ‘binding, printing, 
paper and all other essential features; and that the said books which 
equire revision, from time to time, and that those sold to the people 
bfthis Territory shall always be of the latest revised edition. 

SEC. 4. In. case the publishers of the books hereby adopted 
shall not, on or before the first day of July, 1881, file with the Terri- 
orial secretary their bonds, as hereinbefore provided, or in case they 
shall not, on or before the first day of July, 1882, have performed all 
bf the undertakings of their bond, in respect to the introduction and 
d exchange of books, and the preparation and supply of the special 
map and geography of Montata for Monteith's Comprehensive Geog- 
aphy, or in case they shall, at any time thereafter, violate or fail to 
perform any of the conditions specified in their bonds as hereinbefore 
brovided, and shall fail, within a reasonable time after due notice, 
mailed to them by the Territorial superintendent of public instruction, 
o make good their guarantee in any respect in which they may have 
piled, then this adoption shall become null and void, and the super- 
ptendent of public instruction thall thereupon adopt and prescribe for 
he use of the common schools of this Territory such books or series 
books as he shall deem necessary for the interest of said schools; 
nd the said books so adopted shall be continued in use until changed, 
s prescribed in section 3 of this act; and it shall be the duty of the 
erritorial superintendent of public instructions to proceed by suit to 
he enforcement and collection of the bond of the publisher so failing, 
br the benefit of the common schools ofthis Territory.

Sec. 6. Whenever the publishers of the books hereby adopted sha 
have filed their bond, as hereinbefore provided, it shall be the duty 
the Territorial superintendent of public instruction to cause all prica 
of the text books, as guaranteed by the publishers, to be proper 
printed and distributed, through the county superintendents, to t 
trustess of the several school districts, who shall cause the same toi 
kept constantly posted in a conspicuous place in each school room 
their district; and it shall be the duty of the several county super 
tendents to keep themselves informed as to whether such prices a 
actually maintained by the said publishers ; and in case of failure,t 
at once notify the Territorial superintendent, who shall then proceed 
hereinbefore provided. 


Sec. 7. Any school district which shall, after the first day of Jul 
1882, use other text books than those legally adopted for the sam 
studies, shall forfeit twenty-five per centum of the county fund appo 
tioned to it, and the sum so forfeited shall be reapportioned amo 
the other school districts of the county which shall have complis 
with this act. 
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Sec. 8. All school officers and teachers are charged with the exe- 
ution of this law, and the county school superintendent shall require 

e trustees of the several school districts, or the clerks thereof, to re- 
ort annually whether the authorized text books are used in their 
chools. 

Sec. 9. The publishing houses with which contract is made for 
urnishing the school books herein adopted, shall furnish, at the same 
iscount from the wholesale list of prices, all supplementary and high 
chool books which may be required by trustees and other school 
ficers throughout the Territory, and which are published by said 
ouses or either of them, 

Sec. 10. The legislature may at any time alter or repeal this act.

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AN ACT to authorize school trustees to issue bonds to build or provide school houses, 


Be tt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana; 


Section t. The board of school trustees of any school distri 
within the Territory shall, whenever a majority of the trustees so d 
cide, submit to the electors of the district the question, whether 
board shall be authorized to issue coupon bonds to a certain amou 
not to‘exceed two per cent. of the taxable property in said distri 
and bearing a certain rate of interest, not exceeding seven per centu 
per annum, and payable and redeemable at a certain time, for the p 
pose of building or providing one or more schoolhouses in said di 
trict, and purchasing land necessary for the same. 

Sec. 2. Such election shall be held in the manner prescribed 
section 1133 of the Fifth Division of the Revised Statutes of Monta 
but the ballots shall contain the words: “Bonds, yes,” or “Bonds, no! 
Ifa majority of the votes cast at such election are “Bonds, y 
the board of trustees shall issue such bonds in such form as the bo 
may direct, and shall bear the signature of the chairman of the boa 
-of trustees, and shall be countersigned by the clerk of the said sch 
district ; and the coupons attached to the bonds shall be signed 
said chairman and said clerk. And each bond so issued shall 
registered by the county treasurer in a book provided for that pu 
pose, which shall show the number and amount of each bond, and 
person to whom the same is issued. And the said bonds shall be so 
by the said school trustees as hereinafter provided. 

Src. 3. The school trustees shall give notice by advertisement! 
some newspaper published in this Territory, for a period of not | 
than four weeks, to the effect thatthe said school trustees will sell sa 
bonds (briefly describing the same) and stating the time when, and 
place where, such sale will take place: Provided, That the said bonds sh 
not be sold for less than their par value, and that the said trustees 
authorized to reject any bids, and to sell said bonds at private sale, 
they deem it for the best interest of the district; and all moneys ari 
ing from the sale of said bonds shall be paid, forthwith, into the tre 
ury ofthe county in which such district may be located to the cre 
of said district, and the same shall be immediately available for 
purpose of building or providing the schoolhouses authorized 
this act. 

Sec. 4. The faith of each school district is solemnly pledged for 
payment of the interest and the redemption of the principal of 
bonds which shall be issued under this act. And for the purpose 
enforcing the provisions ot this act, each school district shall be a b 
corporated, which may sue and be sued by, orin the name of, t 
board of school trustees of such district. 
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Sec. 5. The school trustees of each district shall ascertain and levy, 
nually, the tax necessary to pay the interest when it becomes due, 
da sinking fund to redeem the bonds at their maturity; and said 
shall become a lien upon the property in said school distr.ct, and 
collected in the same manner as other taxes for school purposos. 
Sec. 6. When the sum in said sinking fund shall equal or exceed 
e amount of any bond then due;-the county treasurer shall post in 
s office a notice that he will, within thirty days from the date of such 
tice, redeem the bonds then payable, giving the number thereof, 
d preference Shall be given to the oldest issue; and ifat the ex- 
ration of the said thirty days the holder or holders of said bonds 
all fail or neglect to present the same for payment, interest thereon 
all cease; but the treasurer shall at all times thereafter be ready to 
cem the same on presentation, and when any bonds shall be so 
rchased or redeemed, the county treasurer shall cancel all bonds so 
rchased and redeemed by writing across the face of such bond or 
nds, in red ink, the word “redeemed,” and the date of such 
demption. 
Sec. 7. The county treasurer shall pay out of any moneys belong- 
gto a school district the interest upon any bonds issued under this 
by such district when the same shall become due, upon the pre- 
ntation at his office of the proper coupon, which shall show the 
ount due, and the number of the bond to which it belonged; and 
coupons so paid shall be reported to the school trustees at their 
t meeting thereafter. 
Sec. 8. The school trustees of any district shall cause to be printed 
lithographed, at the lowest rates, suitable bonds, with the coupons 
ched, when the same shall become necessary, and pay thereafter 
t of any moneys in the county treasury to the credit of said school 
trict. 
SEC. 9. If any of the school trustees of any district shall fail or re- 
to pay into the proper county treasury the money arising from 
sale of any bonds provided for by this act, they shall be deemed 
ity of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
prisonment in the territorial penitentiary for aterm of not less than 
e year nor more than ten years. 
SEc. 10. Allacts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
aled. `

AN ACT to provide for the establishment of free pitie libraries. 
it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the T: ervitor y of Montana: $ 


SECTION I, The municipal authorities of any town or city, which 
now or may hereafter be incorporated under the laws of this Terri- 


£ 
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tory, shall have power to establish and maintain one free public lib 
for the use of the citizens of such town or city, and to that end, 
for that purpose, may provide by ordinance for the levy and collecti 
of a tax of not exceeding one mill on the dollar of all taxable pro 
erty within the corporate limits of such town or city. The a 
treasurer shall preserve the tax so collected in a fund by itself, to 
known as the "Library Fund," and the same shall only be expen 
for the purchase of books, equipments, and support and mainten 
of such public library. 

Src. 2. Before any ordinance for the establishment of a pub 
library, or the levy and collection of a library tax, shall have any fo 
or validity, it shall first be submitted to the qualified electors of 
town or city in which it is proposed to found such library. At su 
election the ballots shall have prínted or written thereon the wo 
“ For public library," or “Against public library;" and if a majori 
of the votes cast at such election shall be in favor of such pub 
library, then the ordinance establishing the same, and levying a 
therefor, shall become operative and be in full force; but if a majori 
be against the establishment of such library, then the ordinance sh 
remain suspended, and shall not take effect, unless thereafter, upon 
petition signed by thirty or more citizens of said town, the munici 
authorities re-submit satd library ordinance at some regular munici 
election thereafter held, and the same is approved by a majority of 
the votes cast at such election. "The city council of such town ord 
shall have full power to alter or amend said ordinance in any particu 
during the time the same is suspended, and to re-submit such alter 
or amended ordinance. 

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
passage.
